To rax Eniror of THE NEW NORTHWEST:
Perhape the account of the Clhristmas
festivities as indulged in by a goodly

number of citizens of this isolated l't‘-'

glon will not Le uninteresting to your
many renders, and acting vpon this
supposition, I herewith =ubmit the fol-
lowing secount.

Liviog,ss I do, in o region remote
from the grest centers of eivilization,
where we are few In numbers, but
stroug in spirit, we resolved that, ss
there would be no local smusements,
such of us as desired to trip the light
fantastic would not submit willingly to
stupid loneliness, but go forth lv pursuit
of pleasure.

Boe on Wednesday, December 224, we
started for Hoquarton Prairie, some
thirty miles distunt, where, it was pro-
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posed, would be given the Christmas
ball, at the new hotel kept by Mr. and
Mrs. William Hall,

We started out under difficulties, and
itis needless for me to say that they
{the difficullies) were our constant com-
panions throughout our entire journey;
for what with head winds, contrary
tides, ete, ste., we were delayed greatly.
However, by dint of native energy and
persevernpee, we overcams all obsta-
cles, and arrived safely at the place of
destipation on Friday morpiog, at 10
o'clock.

We were here met by dear friends,
who soon ensconsed s before s ruddy
stove, and otherwise tendered their
bountiful hospitality.

The day I spent in visiting with a
dear friend of my girlhood, and as =
friend, still dearer in more mature
womanhood.

The day waoed, and the appointed
hour for the antertainment drew nigh.
We returned to the hotel, where the
bappy hum of merry volces gave prom-
ise of the evening's pleasure.

Everytoulng bLeing in readiness, the
gladsome sound of tuning violins and
other stringed instruments fell upon de-
lighted ears, and presently our escorts
came to conduct us to the ball-room,
where soon some thirty couples of
neatly-attired ladies and gentiemen as-
sembled. Daociog was indulged in un-
til long after the orb of day greeted us
with his smiling face. All present
seemed loth to depart from (he scenes of
pleasure and mirth, and when we dis-
persed it was with the understanding
that we should meet in like manuver oo
New Year's Eve,

I wust not omit to mention that the
tables were bountifully supplied with
choleest viands, sccompanied by fra-
graat tea and coflee, fresh and steam-
Ing from the bollers. We wera supplied
with two of these suppers, and what
wonder is it that we were merry and |
thoughtless for the time being. |

About 9 o'clock A. M. our party, con-
sisting of mysell, my friend, and our re-
spective escorls, sallled forth into the |
clear, frosty air and refreshing morning |
sunlight, for a pleasant walk of half a|
mile through meadows clothed in crys-
tallized verdure, that greatly enhaneed
their untural beauty. The lovely land-
soupe that met our admiring garze on
that morning will never be forgotten
while life or memory lasts. The far-
awey, ever green mountains, with
clearliy-out profile strongly eontrasting
with the azure blue; the npear foolhills |
clothed in their usnal sutumuonl brown;
the nenrer small, winding streams, |
tnles, nud meadows; the broad prairie,
thickly dotted with comfortable farm- |
houses; the glorious bright, golden
sun sulling majestieanlly through space, |
fightiug the whole with a balo of glory; |
the filmy, fleeoy clouds, the many flit- '
ting and merry-voiced birds, thése all,
and many more interesting objects vied !
one with the other, In their natural |
beanty, and greeted our eager and ad- |
wiring eyes. We held our breath, as it
were, and stood spellbound, silently ad-
miring the wonderful fashiovings of the
bounteous hand of nature.

We soon, however, returned to the |
reslization of the things of this life, and
discovered that we were greatly fu-
tigued; so, hurrying on, we soon reached
the comfortable and bospitable home of
our hostess, and, by the way, a former |
friend and acquaiontance of your own,
Mrs. D., where we refreshed ourselves
by taking muoch-needed rest. |

Twenty-four hours having placed |
themselves between us and the night of
the purty, we felt quite refreshed, snd a
kiudly friend called for us at the gate, |
whereupon we gathered together our
numerous wraps, and joining our friend
at the gate, proceeded (o the bome of |
his parents, also stagoeh friends apd |
supporters of the woman movement.

Here we were cordially weleomed by
the geninl members of the housebold,
and were hospitably domiciled for the|
week,
